NEW YORK FRAUDS, 
DAVENPORT’S TESTIMONY. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, July 19.—The Wallace Com- 
mittee’s examination of Chief Supervisor John 
I. Davenport in regard to election and naturali- 
zation frauds and abuses in 1868 in this city was 
enlivened yesterday by some sharp tilts be- 
tween the witness and Senator McDonald, which 
tended to relieve somewhat the monotony of the 
volleys of figures Mr. Davenport was hurling at 
the Committee. The inquiry was opened by 
Senator McDonald asking Mr. Davenport 
for the names of all the persons against 
whom he issued warrants in 1878. 
Mr. Davenport said there were about 
3,100 warrants issued, and it would take some 
time to make a list. He cailed attention to the 
fact that three days after the first order, no- 
body having yet been naturalized, 10,000 more 
applications were called for. On Oct. 6, having 
then naturalized two persons, 25,000 more appli- 
cations and 50,000 more certificates were ordered, 
andon Oct. 22, although they had already or- 
dered and got 70,000 blank applications, and but 
one day more remained in which to naturalize

FATAL RAILWAY ACCIDENT 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Fort Wayne, Ind., July 19.—At 18:15 this 
morning a serious accident occurred on the Wa- 
bash, 8t. Louis & Pacific Railway at Knox Sta- 
tion, O., twenty-four miles east of this city. A 
special train, consisting of an engine, baggage- 
car,’ coaches, and a sieeping-car, was 
wrecked, one man instantly killed, three fatally 
injured, fifteen seriously wounded, and twenty- 
one slightly hurt. The train carried 225 excur- 
sianists from Indianapolis, Peru, and other sta- 
tions on tne Indianapolis, Peru & Chicago Rail-. 
way, who left their homes Saturday night 
to spend Sabbath at Put-in-Bay. The train 
left Toledo at 10 last night, and was proceed- 
ing at a high rate of speed when the disaster 
happened. Engine, tender, and baggage-car 
and sleeper kept the track, but the six coaches 
were thrown over, being precipitated with great 
force into a ditch at the side of the track. Sev- 
eral of the coaches were turned completely up- 
side down, and oneof them was literally shat- 
tered into fragments. The night was quite dark, 
and the confusion succeeding the accident was 
indescribable. In one coach the passengers were 
literally pinned to the ground by the weight · ot 
the coach which was overturned. After re- 
peated efforts they were extricated, but in the 
meantime a panic had been caused by the cry of 
fire, which, huppily, proved unfounded. The 
engine backed to Cecil, the nearest telegraph 
station, about six miles from the wreck, and 
messages were sent to this city for aid, in re- 
sponse to which Superintendent Wade and a 
corps of physicians proceeded at once ina 
special train to the scene of the disaster, arriv- 
ing about 3 o’clock. The spot where the acci- 
dent happened was a lonely, isolated one, nota 
house being in sight, All efforts to relieve the 
sufferings of the wounded were made, but the 
distress of the victims was increased by aheavy 
rain which began falling immediately after the 
accident and continued until after the special 
train left for this city. The passengers reached 
this city at 6 this morning, and most of them 
were prommly forwarded to their destinations, 
others being left in hospitals here. : 

The accident is ascribed by officials to a broken 
rail. The following is a list of victims:

At Least Such Is the Report from 
All Over the State. 


The Cool, Bracing Weather Giving 
Wheat a Fresh Start.

Senator McDonald—I do not admit that 60,000 
persons were naturalized fraudulently. 

Senator Hoar—The additional fact is that 
Brother McDonald does not admit that the 
American people have a right to be a judge in 
the matter.

Senator Wallace—That fraud, which evéry- 
body admits, has been made the vehicle to 
destrey tens of thousands of votes sinve.

More About the Winchester-Church 
Affair—Hancock’s Sympathy with the 
South in That Case Simply an Index 
of His General Inclination. 

To the.Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

CmO, July N.— Tu Traistwre of July 16, 
under the ception, “Managed by a Minister,” 
shows up the true inwardness of Gen. Hancock 
far more than a person unfamiliar with church- 
affairs in the South hes any idea; and, for the 
enlightenment of those who do not quite under- 
stand the siquation as it was at that time, I de- 
sire to state a few facts through the columns of 
your paper. 

Previous to the War a discussion arose in the 
Methodist Church on the question of Slavery. 
All the older Methodists will remember how it 
always came up at General Conference, —tbe 
Southern brethren defending it as a God-given 
institution, and those of the North and West 
pronouncing it directly in conflict with the 
Bible and all laws of justice or humanity. Final- 
ly the Methodists of the North and West grew so 
numerous that they were able to insert in their 
Discipline an Anti-Slavery piank, notwithstand- 
ing the biustering opposition of the Southern 
ministers. The Southerners threatened seces- 
sion; and, when they found they could not bully 
the Conference, did go out from the main body, 
and establish a new division, which they called 
the Methodist Episcopal Church South.” The 
same spirit which made the South attempt 
secession when it could no longer dictate to the 
entire Nation actuated the advocates of Slavery 
to secede from the Methodist Conference. 

While ministers, cither singly or in a body, 
may quit the Methodist Church if they will, a 
wise provision in the deed tothe property pre- 
vents their carrying with them a right to the 
church- property; so, when the Methodist Slav- 
ocracy departed, they ieft the property in the 
possession of those members who adhered to the 
old Conference. The Methodist Church South,“ 
as it is called, separated itself as completely 
from its former alliance as if it had gone over 
to the Church of Rome. It built separate places 
of worship, had its own Couference, its own 
hymn-books, and went its own chosen way. 
making no claim to the property of the Church 
it had forsaken, until after the close of the War. 
Then followed such scenes as are described in 


the article above referred to. In many 
laces. the Southern element was 80 
argely in the majority that it 


conquered and took forceful possession of the 
property. Because it failed to do so in Win- 
chester was no fault of Gen. Hancock, whose 
sympathy was then, is now, and probably 
ever will be, with the Slavocracy of the South. 
When he said, “There must be ne interference 
with those people,“ he meant it not only in 
matters pertaining to the Churvh, but in all 
other things. If any one questions it. let him 
remember that Gen. Hancock was as emahatic 
abont non-interference with the ploasant 
astime of Louisianians as he was about the men 
n Winchester. Whether they wanted to kill 
negroes and loyalists, or steal churches, ft was 
Dallee samee to him: They must not be inter- 
fered with.” 

Gen. Hancock knew perfectly well (if he had 
any knowledge of the affairs of the country) 
that th herents to the old Conference had, 
almost To a man, stood firm and loyal to the Gov- 
ernment 1 — the long years of war. He 
knew that in that Church, and that only, of 
whatever denomination, Loy alists and N orthern- 
ers were kindly and courteously received. He 
knew that many of the members of that Church 
—that very chnreh in Winchester—had been 
dragged trom their homes and thrown into Rebel 

risons for the crime of bei loyal th the 

Tnited States Government. He knew, too; that 
nowhere were there to be found more rampant, 
agressive Rebels than among the seceders from 
that Church; that a loyal man had no place 
among them; that they believed in Secegsion, 
and all it implies. And yet, when these same 
Rebels who had hooted the loyal men off to pris- 
on, came to steal away their place in which to 
worship God, he said Ba gery These peo- 
— must not he interfere 4 as it protect - 


their country’s flag? Ah, no! It was aiding in 
their villainy the men who had trampled that 
Hag beneath their feet. 

Winchester has . witnessed any strange 
scenes, and that old Methodict Church has not 
been without its share of them. Noone has ever 
forgot a Sunday night X the War, when, 
during service, the = as suddenly turned off, 
and the church w ft in totai darkness.

The resolutions of the Convention indors- 
ing the resumption of specie-payments, the 
value of general popular education, a wise 
adjustment of the tariff, and liberal improve- 
ments of the great water-ways of the coun- 
try, all receive from him a cordial approba- 
tion. The letter will be received favorably 
by the country generally, and all the more 
readily because to a great extent the country 
has been only partially acquainted politically 
with Mr. Arthur.

DOCTORING A SICK MAN. ; 

The Sick Man of Turkey bids fair to prove 
a very difficult patient to doctor, and the 
doctors as usual are somewhat disagreed in 
their methods of treatment, not to speak of 
their diagnoses of the case, though he has 
been on their hands @ long time. Having 
united in ordering one remedy which he 
seems disposed to disfegard altogether by 
contemptuously throwing it. out of the win- 
dow, they now proposé to attack him indi- 
vidually. England has had its doctor, Mr. 
Göschen, there some time. He has had two 
interviews with the Sick Man, in which he 
has talked very plainly with him. e even 
notified him that England would nf him 
personally responsible ff the present chaotic 
condition of things continues much longer. 
The Sick Man, with that Aiistrust 
which has always ‘characterized him, 
suspecting that the British Govern- 
ment has some secret, hostile purpose 
behind its open demand for reform, resolutely 
declines to take Mr. Göschen's dose of En- 
glish bitters. It is said that he sees in every 
bit of advice offered him bya foreign Am- 
bassador some scheme to fure him to his ruin, 
and consequently he pays no attention to 
them, but turns to his religious advisers, 
who are fanatics by policy if not by constitu- 
tion, and tell him there is no safetyin a 
policy of conciliation, or in the introduction 
of reforms, but that the only escape from his 
present troubles is to make an unremitting 
and desperate resistance to all Christian ag- 
gressions. Apparently all that the English 
doctor can do at present is to inform the 
Sick Man that he has lost the confidence and 
support of the English people,—an assurance, 
probably, that he cares for about as much as 
he does for the wind that blows. 

Nothing daunted by the ill-success of Mr. 
Göschen, the German Government has sent 
one of its most skillful leeches, Herr Wetten- 
dorf, the Government Counselor at Coblenz. 
to Constantinople. He has diagnosed the 
Sick Man’s case, and, though apparently re- 
luctant to deal with it alone, he is willing to 
undertake it with help, and has returned to 
Berlin to select six staff officers and officials 
for the Ministries of War and of Foreign Af- 
fairs, thus hoping for success in a multitude 
of counselors. It is reported that Germany 
is acting in concert with Austria, which is 
very likely, as under the provisions of the re- 
cent treaty they could hardly act apart. 
Upon this point a Berlin dispatch says: 

Any alliance with the Porte would be Austro- 
Turkish, or perhaps Austro-German-Turkish: 
but before the idea of such a league could be 
mooted the wildest m@élée must be going on in 
Europe. Only when — — hand m raised 
against his neighbor could there be any occa- 
sion for Germany joining Turkey. That the 
Sultan, in his present desperate ition, among 
other visionary schemes, may indulge in the 
idea of a German-Russian war and a German- 
Turkish league, is quite credible, but there is a 
long way between the actual state of things and 
such a contingency. The Sultan has asked for 
some members of the PrusS8ian Civil Service to 
assist in reforming the Turkish administration, 
and the request has been granted. Beyond dis- 

laying belief in the continued existence of 

rkey, the action of the Berlin Government in 
this matter has no political import. 

If the Sultan has any such wild visionary 
scheme in his head it will unquestionably be 
speedily dispelled. Germany is not at pres- 
ent disposed to set all Europe in a ferment 
by any such wild alliance. It is much more 
likely that in conjunction with Austria she 
will prepare the way for the latter to make a 
further advance in her inevitable march to 
the Egean Sea. As this movement is abso- 
lutely certain, it might. as well be made im- 
mediately as to wait, and it will help solve 
the case of the Sick Man by materially weak- 
ening him and bringing him nearer to the end. 
Whatever the Germans may do, it may be 
said yery safely that the benefit of it will go 
to Austria. Russia has as yet taken no step 
that indicates how she will deal with the Sick 
Man, though it may be assumed that she is 
not averse to an immediate cession of the 
new territory claimed by Montenegro and 
Greece, provided always it will not conflict 
with any of her interests or involye her in 
serious conflict with the other Powers. If 
she is treating the case, her remedies remain 
concealed. 

The disposition of the case must be made, 
however, very soon. When Turkey officially 
notifies the Powers

THE FASTING TANNER. 

Dr. Tanner has reached his twenty-third 
day of fasting and more than half finished 
his contract. Contrary to general expecta- 
tion, he defies all the laws of science and nat- 
ure, and not. only persists in living without 
eating, but is growing hearty and strong on 
nothing. His skin is said to be normal and 
unshrunken, his loss of weight decreases 
daily, he is gaining in strength, and looking 


better even than when he commenced. At 


this gratifying rate of progress, at the end of 
the forty days he ought to emerge from his 
emptiness with perfect health and greatly in- 
creased strength, and there is no reason 
why he should not persevere until at last he 
invests himself with the health of Hercules 
and strength of Samson. If he can live forty 
days without eating, he can certainly live 
eighty, and if he can do without his stomach 
for eighty days, why not do away with it.al- 
together ? : 

The result of his experiment will be 
watched with keen and anxious interest. If 
successful, it holds out a universal panacea 
to suffering humanity as glittering as was 
the fountain of perpetual youth or the elixir 
of life for which the old philosophers and 
alchemists sought so long. No more head- 
aches, stomach-aches, dyspepsia, or any of 
the long list of diseases which have their root 
in the irregularities of this refractory mem- 
ber. Man cannot live by bread alone,“ 
but if he can show that it is not even neces- 
sary to have bread, he has conferred a 
precious boon upon suffering humanity, and 
the world ought to revert to the health and 
strength and immense age of the antediluvi- 
ans. On the other hand, however, his suc- 
cess must be a sad prospect for board- 
ing-house keepers and doctors to con- 
sider. No ‘landlady could expect to 
make a living out of such  board- 
ers as Dr, Tanner. There is no 
profit in ice-water, and,.if the price of ice 
should advance, water without ice is just as 
available, much more healthy, and can be 
obtained withoutmoney. The doctors would 
be in even worse plight, for what becomes of 
all their theories? If they are mistaken in 
such an easy problem as living without eat- 
ing, what confidence can we have in any of 
their theories? There is a ray of hope for 
the landladies, for so long as there is good 
eating there will be plenty of good eaters, 
and even if Tanner can show that eating is 
unnecessary, it will not deter them from 
having good square meals, because eating is 
one of the luxuries of life. But with the 
doctors the ease is different. They will be 
left without a ray of hope. The case of 
the Galens who are watching him is abso- 
lutely pitiable. If he dies, as they confi- 
dently expect, they certainly ought to be 
held as partictpes criminis for encourag- 
ing him. If he does not die, who will have 
any confidence in them in future?

The Board of Trade yesterday adopted appro- 
priate resolutions of respect for the memory of 
the late Isaac Atkinson, Esq., one of its most 
highly respected members. 

The leading produce markets were generally 
rather quiet yesterday, except on spot grain, 
which was in good demand and stronger in sev- 
eral departments. The wave of cold which fol- 
lowed Sunday night's storm caused fears in re- 
gard to wheat, oats, and rye,and some appre- 
hensions about corn. The weather, and encour- 
aging telegrams from Liverpool, tended 
to advance wheat; but on the other 
side there were reports that the re- 
ceipts at St. Louis aggregated some 386.000 
bu, and the local crowd was mostly long, with a 
dearth of outside orders. The result of these 
two contending forces was a quiet time in spring 
futures, and a steady tone at a slight advance, 
while spot was in good demand. Winter wheat 
was decidedly strong, the first fair-sized volume 
of receipts bringing out buyers in force for 
shipment. Some of them said there could bea 
much better market for the article if it were 
massed in one or two elevators, so that a vessel 
could take on a cargo without being obliged to 
go “all around the creek” for it. Cash corn 
was in urgent demand by shippers, and com- 
manded a big premium over seller the month; 
this was partly due to another decline in lake 
treights. Our stocks in store are now barely 
1,000,000 bu of all kinds’of corn, which leaves 
some houses bare, and shippers were 
willing to pay a premium for receipts 
in elevators where they could take on full car- 
goes. Rye was very much stronger, the cold 
scaring some of the shorts, and oats improved 
for the same reason, but not to the same extent.

Gen. Dumont Inspects Some of the New 


York Steamships, and Finds Them 


Supplied with Life-Saving Apparatus 
~The Investigation into the Narra-

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 19.—Gen. Dumont, 
D Inspector-Genéral of Steambeats, 
arrived in Washington to-day. Yesterday morn- 
ing he was in New York City, and his attention 
was called to the list of steambvats published in 
the New York Herald as being deficient in life- 
Saving appliances. To satisfy his own curiosity 
in the matter Gen. Dumont during the day vis- 
ited eight of the vessels named in the Heruld list, 
and found them to be fully supplied with every- 
thing required by law, otttying the requisit 


number of boats, equipped with the full num- 


ber of life-~preservers named in the inspection 
certificates, and in all other respects complying 
with the law. Gen. Dumont s opportunities 
were not such as to ithim to visitany more 
of the vessels na „but the result of his in- 
spection would seem to be sufficient to prove 

untrustworthiness of the Herald's state- 
ment. Gen. Dumont says that while he occa- 
sionally has reason to feur that some of the in- 
spectors are not performing their work efficient-

erk can be induced to give certificates which’ 


are not in exact accordance with the facts 
Gen. Dumont says there is a general misun- 
derstanding in the public mind in regurd 
to the inve«tigation now in into the 
Narragans-*t affair. The Board is not investi- 
guting its Own work in any respect. Its duties 
are limited to an inquiry into the eonduct of the 
officers of the vessel. Itis possible that some- 
thing may Krunspire which will involve ques- 
tions of the integrity and efficiency of the In- 
rs, and if so, it may be made the basis of 
an investigation into their conduct.

How the New York Fasting Man Is 
Getting Along— His Twenty-second 
Day. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, July 19.—Dr. Tanner completed 
the twenty-first day of his enforced abstinence 
from food at 12:30 to-day. Heis more cheerful 
and stronger than he was yesterday. Last 
night, one of the doctors says, he was in a very 
weak condition. His full weight was 135 pounds 
this morning, a gain of half a pound since yes- 
terday. Between 10 and 11 o’clock the Doctor 
was awake and sitting on the side of his cot, 
chatting with his watchers and visitors. He said 
that too many people talked with him, and that 
he should not hereafter allow so many 
to address him. He takes his regular rations of 
water at about the same hours each day. But 
little difference could de seen in his appearance 
to-day. Whena party of ladies called at the 
hall this morning one of them offered the faster 
her hand, which he pay 4 ungallantly refused, 
with the remark that It was Eve that raised 
the devil with Adam,“ which created a general 
laugh. Among the gentlemen present there 
were about twelve persons called in 
the course of the day, including several 
medical gentlemen. At 5 o'clock this 
morning the Doctor leaped from his cot 
with great alacrity and Jumped into his carriage 
without assistance, and, accompanied by his 
watchers, took his usual drive. He was very 
much pleased with the scenery, and the drive 
seemed to make him feel unusually lively and 
talkative. At One Hundred and Fifth street the 
inevitable demijohn was filied with pure spring 
water, which was more palatable to the Doctor 
than any he had taken. The party returned at 7 
o'clock, when the Doctor was weighed, tipping’ 
the scales at 135. He then retired to his 
gullery cot. During the morning the Doctor 
slept most of the time, covered with a white 
blanket. He did not make his appearance on 
the main floor of the hall. The mail continues 
to come in at the rate of about thirty letters and 
postal cards by each delivery, and the number 
received is gradually increasing.

New York, July 19.—Dr. Tanner still perse- 
veres in his fast, and is neither losing nor gain- 
ing flerh. He took a drive at 6 p. m., from which 
he returned seemingly restless. He returned to 
Clarendon Hall at 8 p. m. and rested on his cot 
until 10, when he went to the main hall and was 
weighed. His weight was 134 pounds, pulse 72, 
temperature 99, and respiration 15.
